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The Readers’ Adviser Needs Modern Tools 


By Jennie M. FLexner, Readers’ Adviser, The New York Public Library 


ANY evidences are now discernible that libraries are eager to provide 
M more adequate service for the mature reader with no academic connections 
who wishes in more or less informal ways to continue some educational 
reading. Libraries of all sizes are experimenting with setting up readers’ advisory 
or consultation services, where, under favorable conditions, an experienced librarian 
with some gift for relating books and people offers the opportunity for a discussion 
of reading problems to the reader who wishes more guidance than can be found 
at busy desks in the circulation department. His needs are also not directly related 
to the more formal research offered by the general reference department. Hence 
the logical procedure is the development of a service which utilizes the resources 
of both departments and gives the reader aid, direction, and guidance in the use 
of the library. 

If the librarian attempting to refocus work with adults approaches this problem 
with the basic thought that here is a logical development of work with the adult 
reader which can be planned and adapted to the local organization as it exists, 
the first barrier has been passed. An elaborate set-up with new and expensive 
material is not necessary. An experienced librarian, familiar with the general book 
collection, with reference tools available, and with community activities and re 
sources, granted a reasonable amount of leisure for this work can accomplish much. 

The selection of necessary tools for the readers’ adviser can first be considered 
in relation to the physical location of the room or office where this work is to be 
done. If close to the reference room, the order department, the public catalog, or 
the catalog room, all the tools assembled in these departments will at one time or 
another be needed. All of the publications of the H. W. Wilson Company and 
the American Library Association related to bibliography and the evaluation of 
books are not only useful, but essential. But more than these special collections 
of tools, the active readers’ adviser will use the whole library collection for his 
inspiration and aid. Selective bibliography is his field; authoritative choice and 
evaluation of books are his responsibility. All books that can widen his information, 
or extend his knowledge of any given subject, are his tools. With this attitude to 
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the library, the selection for duplication at the adviser’s desk can be limited to 
very specially useful books, to pamphlets, and to the ever-widening collection of 
selective bibliographies in all the fields of human interest. 

In order to keep abreast of resources, the readers’ adviser must see and examine 
all the new professional books as they appear. The whole literature of adult edu- 
cation, books and articles on readable books, are important. He should also have 
every possible opportunity to inspect new general books and periodicals, to keep 
in touch with local special libraries and collections, and from these wide contacts 
build the background of experience which enables him to assemble a small informal 
collection of books and pamphlets. In broader ways he thus becomes more helpful 
not only to the reader but to the library staff as well. 

The most useful tools that the readers’ adviser has are those which he makes 
for himself. First is his file of material arranged by subjects. This file represents 
the personal ingenuity of all concerned in making it. It starts with carbon copies 
of lists prepared in the office. To it are added all the clipped, accumulated, selected 
bibliographies, ephemeral booklists from any source that the readers’ adviser can 
find, buy, or get given him. They are kept just as long as they are timely and 
useful, and not a minute longer. This file must never be cluttered with old, out- 
of-date information, for it is useful only if it is current and alive. 

The next tool that the readers’ adviser makes for himself is an annotated 
evaluated subject catalog of the books which he examines for readers and finds 
useful. The entry in this catalog pools staff opinion, stating the approach of the 
book to the subject considered, the scope, the level of reader to whom it appeals 

as brief and pointed a description as can be set down. This annotation should 
serve to supply the librarian familiar with the book with the facts needed to make 
an annotation for the reader. Such a growing catalog creates a source of direction 
not only for the office staff which uses it, but it often supplies a suggestion or a 
point of departure for the reader, or the staff member qualified to make his own 
selection from a chosen group of books. This tool too must be kept up to date— 
built of live titles. The revision of this catalog and file is part of the routine ‘pro- 
cedure of such an office. 

In this short article I shall not list the tools which can be found in every library. 
Such suggestions have already been published.* I shall list only a few of the books 
and tools not obviously associated with bibliographical research, likely to be of 
use to the librarian seeking to fit titles to readers. These titles are selected because 
of their usefulness in the choice of books on popular subjects. These are types of 
tools representing only a small part of the collection needed by any readers’ adviser.
